| Anti-Slavery Agitation in Quincy. 


Stephen S. Foster, who recently de- 
parted this life at Worcester, Mass., 
was a noted anti-slavery agitator; one 
of the old reformers that are fast pass- 
ing away. He was, in Some respects, 
ja most remarkable man. He studied 
for seven years to prepare himself for 
the ministry, and but for the anti-slavery 
movement would probably have been a 
noted orthodox preacher of wide-spread 
influence in New England; not less 
popular, perhaps, in this denomination 
than the late Dr. Storrs’ of Braintree. 
When he began to realize the fact that 
millions of human beings were held as 
slaves in this country, and when he saw 
the unjust and ungenerous opposition 
to the anti-slavery cause from the lead- 
ing influences in the church and minis- 
try, he at once espoused the cause of 
the oppfessed, and turned his back upon 
the ministry and the church of his 
fathers, and for nearly twenty-five years 
devoted himself (most of the time as- 
sisted by his gifted and devoted wife, 
Abby Kelley Foster.) to the overthrow 
of Negro slavery: and in the advocacy 
of this cause he suffered from the mob 
aud imprisonment on several oceasions.

‘Letter from Stecourt. 


From a private letter, written by a 


roung man who has recently gone) 
Vest, we copy the following:— 

Kansas City, Missouri, is a growing 
place, but there seems to be too many 
roughs in it. Too many rum holes, 
and men come here from all quarters 
for a spree. The city is built on a 
bluff. south of the Missouri river and 
on the Kansas state line, and very near 
the Kansas river, which flows into the 
Missouri, only a few rods away. Some 
of the stores look well and are of good 
size, and most of them keep open Sun- 
days as well as other days. Street cars 
are drawn by very small mules. 

Some things are pretty high at pres- 
ent and going higher. Potatoes, $1.25 
per bushel; corn, 85 cents per bushel; 
cabbages, 50 cents per head; lard, 16 
cents per pound; wheat, $1.30 per 
bushel, and good water cannot be had 
at any price. The city is supplied from 
the Kansas river, but the water is mud- 
dy and very physicing. 

I am now six miles north of the city, 
across the Missouri river and upon a 
wheat and corn farm. Everything that 
has been planted upon the uplands this 
season has proved «n entire failure, it 
has been so dry. There is not a great 
dea! of this kind of land, for it is all 
woods. Most of the crops are planted 
in the bottoms,—land that is made 
of what washes from the hills, tos 
with old wood, and is a rich soil eight 
or ten feet deep in some cases. The 
only trouble is in the spring, when the 


river overflows and lodges the wheat. 
Last spring water was six or ibe feet 
deep, ‘where we are now putting in 
wheat, and did immense damage; en- 
tirely ruining the poor families living 
here, washing their houses and stock 
allaway. Cattle and pigs are running 
around everywhere and belonging to 
everybody We shut up ten pigs the 
other day to fatten for next year's use.

The speed of vessels is es 
ly determined by the use of the log aud | 
‘log-iime. The log is a triangular, or | 

quadrangular piece of wood about a| 
| quarter of an inch thick, so balanced by 
|means of a plate of lead, as to ewim | 
perpendicularly in the water with | 
about two-thirds of it under the water. | 
The log-line is a smal! cord, the end of 
which—divided into three, so that the | 
wood hangs from the cord asa scale*) 
;pan from a balance beam—is fastened , 
to the log, while the other is wound | 
round a reel on the ship. The log thus 
poised, keeps its place in the water, 
while the line is unwound from the reel | 
_as the ship moves through the water.

This is calculated by knots | 
made on the line at certain distances, | 
while the time is measured by a sand |

Astronomical Review for 1881. 


The following interesting facts, re- 
garding the astronomy of the past year, 
have been sent us by Prof. Lewis Swift, 
Director of the Warner Observatory, 
Rochester, N. ¥ 

The astronomical events of the year 
1881 will long cecupy « distingsished 
place inthe annals of astronomy. Is 
the matter of comets, expecially, it has 
been an cxceptionally good year. Siuce 
the commencement of thie centery, 
there have appeared, and have been 
carefully observed. snd their orbits 
computed, acarly 3) comets —sa aver- 
age of about one in five months, bat in 
the interval between May i-t snd Nov- 
ember 16th, (only «ix and «a balf 
months) sevea comets were discovered, 
two of which were visible to the naked 
eve, one of them so conspicuous as to 
take rank with the most remarkable of 
those of modern times 

As the year i+ nearing ite close, it 
seems desirable that a resume of the 
comets in the order of their discovery, 
be made Of the seven, Ove were dis- 
covered in the Uuited States, a sumber 
equal to one-fifth of all that have ever 
been detected on thie continent. This 
sudden increase of American discoveries 

no doubt, largely due to the prize of 
$2), for the discovery (in this country 
and Canada) of each new comet, which 
was offered by Mr. H. H. Warner, the

It paseed the sua 
4 degrees west, at noon, June 1%, and 
was first seen in the northerua hemi- 
sphere on the morning of June 22, its 
tail only being then visible. The sext 
moruing it became an object of geper- 
al observation, striking every beholder 
with astonishment. Its subsequent 
career is too well remembered to seed 
a description here. Its orbit is proba- 
bly elliptical, having a period of about 
3,00) years. From a similarity of ele- 
ments it was at first thought to be

Comet C. was first seen oo the morn- 
ing of July 14, and, somewhat singular- 
ly, ia almost the same place where 
comet B had so suddenly appeared af 
ter being lost sight of io the southern 
hemisphere. This would have been 
pronounced a fine comet had not its im- 
mediate predecessor ontrivalled it so 
greatly. Like “ B it had two trils. 
Its elemente are unlike those of any 
comet heretofore observed 

Comet D (Encke's), which basa peri- 
xl of only about 3 3-10 years, has just 
paid us another, and the twenty-ninth 
visit, simee it wae fret detected in 17% 

Comet E was discovered on August 
isth by Mr. E. E. Barnard, To bim 
belongs the distinction of having been 
the Gret io the Southera States to dis- 
cover acomet. It moves in « parabolic 
orbit, and, therefore, visited our sys- 
tem for the first and last time. Only 
those comet+ moving in elliptic orhite 
can come to our system more thas once 

Comet F was first detected om the 
moruing of October 4th, by Mr. W. R 
Brooks, am! on the next morning, by 
Mr. W. F. Denning of Bristol, Eng- 
land. who immediately anseunced it 
which Mr. Brooks for two days delayed 
to do, as clouds prevented him from 
letermining whether it were « comet 
or a nebula It i+, notwithstanding 
that it was visib’e only through the 
telescope. by far the most importagct 
owe of the year. It is a periodic comet 
f the short period of eight years. It 
is, therefore. and protably for years 
has been, a permasent member of our 
system. 

Comet G, discovered by Swift on the 
evening of November léth. ia of fair 
size. though faint and lite A, E, and 
F. without a tail it elements are 
somewhat like tho<e of comet A. 1792. 
but thie resemblance cannot be deter 
mised until after further observation 
it will be seen for some time yet, as 
the directions of motion southwest will 
give it a long vieible path 

Comet B was successfally photo 
graphed by several astrouemers— sete 
bly by Professor Henry Draper. a feat 
sever before ‘accomplished Several 
small stare were shows oc the negative 
shining through the tail. though their 
light passed through probebly 160.600 
miles of cometic matter This shows 
the exceeding transparency of these 
anomalous bodies.
